Gen. Gregory made his first report to 
Congress today as head of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. He recommended sev- 
eral amendments to existing laws and 
gave a comprehensive review of the 
work of the department for the fiscal 
year. His principal recommendation 
was for an amendment to the com- 
modities clause of the interstate com- 
merce act designed to block the way 
of any common carrier which seeks 
to transport products over its lines in 
which it has any interest whatsoever. 

In asking for such legislation the 
Attorney-General referred to the dif- 
ficulty the department has encount- 
ered in attempting to break up what 
is known as the “hard coal combina-
